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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

1 . A substitute specification excluding the claims is required pursuant to 37 CFR 1 . 125(a) 
because it is replete with translational and grammatical errors. 

A substitute specification must not contain new matter. The substitute specification must 
be submitted with markings showing all the changes relative to the immediate prior version of 
the specification of record. The text of any added subject matter must be shown by underlining 
the added text. The text of any deleted matter must be shown by strike-through except that 
double brackets placed before and after the deleted characters may be used to show deletion of 
five or fewer consecutive characters. The text of any deleted subject matter must be shown by 
being placed within double brackets if strike-through cannot be easily perceived. An 
accompanying clean version (without markings) and a statement that the substitute specification 
contains no new matter must also be supplied. Numbering the paragraphs of the specification of 
record is not considered a change that must be shown. 



Claim Objections 

2. Claim 4 is objected to because of the following informalities: the recited CIE coordinates 
(1) include at least one typographical error (see the first coordinate); (2) do not correspond to the 
coordinates depicted in FIG 4 (e.g., the first two coordinates); and (3) do not correspond solely to 
pink hues (e.g., the second coordinate). Appropriate correction is required. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

3 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claims 1, 2, insofar as definite 4, and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Sakano et al. '341 (filed 9/1 1/02, effective filing date 8/19/02 per the USPTO's 
PALM database). 

a. Sakano discloses a GaN-based LED that emits in the range of 400-530 nm or 
more preferably 420-490 nm or even more preferably from 450 to 475 nm (i.e., a blue 
LED chip) (e.g., [0095]). The chip is encapsulated with a resin that includes a YAG:Ce- 
based fluorescent powder that emits at around 580-700 nm (yellow) (e.g., [0127]). 
Additional fluorescent powder that emits red light may also be employed in order to emit 
an intermediate color such as pink ([0131]). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 
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6. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Sakano et al. '341 
as applied to the claims above, and further in view of the Phosphor Handbook, pages 168-170, 
389-394 and 430. 

a. Sakano does not provide any examples of which specific conventional red- 
emitting phosphors may be employed to achieve the desired pink light. 

b. The Phosphor Handbook teaches that 3.5MgO • 0.5MgF2 • Ge02:Mn was a 
conventional, practically used phosphor known to have a peak emission band at about 
620 to 700 nm and strong absorption bands in the visible to near-UV (i.e., blue) region 
(pages 168-169; 394, Table 1 1 and 430, FIG 57). Also see e.g., Table 8 on page 170, 
setting forth characteristics of the conventional Mg6As201 1 :Mn phosphor. 

c. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the 
invention to have employed either of these red-emitting phosphors in the Sakano device 
to emit pink light because these conventional phosphors have the emission and absorption 
characteristics required for the parameters set forth by Sakano.
